BENEVOLENT READER! 


* unhappy differences in the Lutheran 
congregation of Sf. George's, in little 
Aylifte-Street, Goodman's Fields, and of St. Ma- 
ry's, in the Savoye, excited ſame time ago, by 
a few arrogant, and the government of the 
church- aſpiring en as well as the 
manifold enquiries of dignifyed Engliſh di- 
vines and eminent lawyers after the conſtitu- 
tion of our church, have induced me to lay 
before the public the preſent ſummary ex- 
tract of our rights and priviledges, becauſe 
they are the rule and norm, which neither the 
high courts of judicature, nor an arbitrator, 
nor an Engliſh jury can neglect in their tri- 
als and verdicts, in eccleſiaſtical Lutheran 
controverſies, without a violation and infrac- 
tion of our conſciences, of our chriſtian liber- 
ty, nay even of the act of toleration itſelf. 

I haye therefore endeavoured to trace 
theſerights and priviledges, and the fundamen- 
tal conſtitution of the Lutheran Church, N.B. 
Iving under a ſupreme magiſtrate of a diffe- 
rent religious perſuaſion, by ſound reaſon, out

reaſons. Firſt, I haye written this ſmall 
treatiſe, not ſo much for the unlearned, a; 
| learned Gentlemen, who regarding only the 
gravity and verity of the contents, will eaſiy 
pardon the deficiency of the Engliſh tongue the 
in a foreigner ; ſecondly, as many learned Min:

quoted books, or if they have them, they Mort

But as two or three hundred members of 
one congregation can not ſo eaſily be brought 
vader one hat, nor can they altogether lo 
conveniently adminiſter their rights and pri- 
jiledges ; therefore, where they have not a 
ſupreme or ſabordinate magiſtrate of their 
own religion, they transfer the adminiſtrationof

Fourthly the election and conſtitution of the 
Admmultrators of the church, viz, the Mar- 
dens or Elders and the Overſeers or Vorſtebers, 
out of whom, with the preſiding Miniſter or 
Paſtor, conſiſts the Lutheran Presbytery or 
Confilory, under a ſupreme Magiſtrate of a 
different religious perſuaſion.

Secondly, Mr Arney was and is ſtill, next 
the deceated Mr Beckman, the greateſt be- 
nefactor, the ft warden, and preſent Pather 
of the church ; he has equally as Mr Becł- 
man and Mr Cline, a worthy warden or. el- 
der of our congregation, ſubſcribed the deed 
of truſt ; yet it came-never into their heads, 
to arrogate to themſelves a propriety or ma- 
giſtracy of the church, but they deny ſuch 
mad pretenſions to thoſe falſe pretenders.
